Mrs* ALEXANDRA PETRANXO, freehold, N.J. , advised 
tha 3 she resided in same house as subject In 
Taganrog, Russia, Tor five days during 19^3* 

She stated subject was employed as police 
officer by Carman occupation forces and had 
held that position for about one year, p^TRANKO 
stated that subject wore a Cossack uniform in 
connection with hla police duties and undoubtedly 
was trusted by German authorities and anti- 
Soviet groups* She declared subject left 
Taganrog during 2/^.3 to avoid the ,ed Army 
and, to her knowledge, he was never active on 
behalf of the Soviet Union and possessed no 
pro- Communist sympathies# Sub Ject jre sent ly

Mrs. ALEXANDRA PETRANKO, RD #2, reehold, 

N* J« , upon interview by reporting agent and 
Special Agent ANATOLE BOGUSLAV of the 
New York Office acting as Interpreter, advised 
as follows: 

Mrs. PETRANKO stated that she was residing in tha city 
of Rostov during the German occupation of the city and 
that, when the Soviet Army advanced into the area, she 
and other members of the anti- Communist Cossack Colony 
fold to Taganrog, Russia, which was under German occu- 
pation* 
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She arrived in Taganrog on 2 /t/h£ and waa assigned 
living quarters by Cossack wufchoritias in that city. The house 
to which she was assigned was. owned by a woman with whom NAZARENKO 
was living* She stated that at that time NAZARENKO was employed a a 
a police officer by the* (reman occupation forces and that it was 
her understanding that ;e had been" ao. employed for approximately 
one year* Mrs. PETRANKO declared that subject wore a Kuban Cossack 
uniform while on duty and that she is confident he never appecred 
in a uniform of a Soviet agency* 

She also advised that NAZARENKO was evidently trusted 
;by the anti-Communist forces in Taganrog as the houses in which 
'she and other refugees from Rostov were quartered ware aalh ctad 
‘by the Cossacks as the homes of Individuals opposed to t&a Soviet 
Union* 



Mrs. PETRANKO also declared that when the Red Army neared 
Taganrog, JTA7ARENX0 urged the woman, with whom he had been living# 
to leave that city with the Cossack group, of which Mrs. PETRANKO 
was a member, tohen the woman refused to leave Taganrog because 
of her family, NAZARENKO Joined the Gossac* refugees who left 
Taganrog about 2/ll or 2/l2/iv3- Mrs. PETRANKO stated that she 
has not seen NAZARENKO since she left Taganrog and has had no 
contact with him in the United States. 

In further reference to NAZARENKO 1 S position as * police 
officer in Taganrog, Mrs. PETRANXO stated that NAZARENKO unquestion- 
ably obtained the position through a person of authority in that 
city and that ,o inasmuch as the Germans were occupying the area,'- 
his appointment must hi vs been obtained through a German official 
or a Cossack who htd influence with the German forces. 

In either instance, according to Mrs * PETRA NKO , NA ARXNKO 
would have been trusted by the anti-Soviet element in Taganrog . 
or he would have been unable bo obtain employment as a police officer. 
Mrs. PETRANKO recalled that NAZA\iN:CO loft Taganrog with a large 
group of refugees who were opposed cc the Soviet Union and that 
if he had Indicated any sympathy for the Red Army or had a reputation 
of being a Soviet collaborator, he, would have been killed* 

In conclusion, Mrs* PETHaNKO stated that she did not 
reoall any unfavorable information concerning NAZARENKO* except 
that he had lived with a woman in Taganrog to whom he waa not married* 
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She stated that; this incident caused her to question 
the suitability of subject* s marriage to the daughter ofCfieneral 
VYACHESLA^AUMENKQ, the Cog&a&Jfc. le ad e r, and that NAZARENKO, 
to her knowledge, was never active on behalf of the Soviet Union 
and possessed no pro-Communist sympathies*

it nas been roper tod previously that NAZARENKO 1 2» f ether- 
in- law, General NAUMENKO, is employed at e Catholic Convent or 
Monastery at Orangeburg, N,Y.
